It was ſo deviſed by them, to ſet up the moſt eminent man in our U+ 
niverſity, Mr. Cleveland, a Cavalier and Civill Lawyer}, . and the mot 
popular among them to be my Competitor. At the electionifix decha+ 
red againſt me, two for me, Mr. Thirfon and Mr, Heron, tnen of gaod 

repnte amonelt the belt, for learning and good exampie;. - Mr, ThirfÞ 4 
afcerwards being examined by the Commirtee upon oath, concerning 
the election, which oath I give you verbatim, To rhe [ixtv Inter rogatory, 
That Mr. Cleveland before bis elefion deſired of this Deponent to give his 
wvoyce for him. T herenpon this Diponent d:manded of him, whether he intend: 
the Sudy of Phyſick : his auſiver Was, He did not intend it. T b:reupon this De» 
ponent did not give bis voce for him.

This Ele&tion tell upon Mr. Cvelend, by reaſon of the major vore ; 
who that morning lefc off his Law place, & was put into a Phyſick place 
and Lefture ; and I muit be ford co the Minſtery. afterwariis, or clſe 
loſe my Fellowſhip. For our Statutes commands all to take Orders ſa- 
ving two Phyſitians, and two Lawyers, otherwiſe to be removed ; fo 
that if God had not otherwiſe diſpoſed of our Seniors , the major part 
would have been prevalent agzinſt me to have urged the Statute. Du- 
ring the halfe yeare after, did what I could to. have ended this diffe- 
rence betwixt Mr, Cleveland and me, defiring of him that he would ac» 
cept of my appeale , according toour 25. Statute in caſes of differen- 
ces, to fome Fellowes, he chaſing two, and I chuſing other two. If nor 

that, that we might refer to ſach Doctors in the Town, as in ſome cx- 
ſes that Statute provides for the ending of controverſies.

and warned him to give them notice. By this time, I had received a Ler- 
ter from the Vicechancellour, who defired that I would ſabmit to thac, 
I had formerly offcred, (and incloſes in his letter a papcr, that the Se- 
niors were now willing under their hands, to accepr of my trying of i« 
according to the 25, Statute, In thE mean time Afr, Cleveland goes to 
Oxferd, the two illiterate Seniors gets out of the way; Nothing more 
being done in my buſincfle,1 came down, I ſtaid above a quarter of a 
year waiting on them, but I perceived they meant me no good, At the 
length I was compelled to move my Lord of Marchrit:y co have my bu- 
finefſe examined according to vur 35. Statute, he being then in Cam- 
bridge. T he ewo illicerate Seniors being returned , becauſe the Parlia-

his heart to have eaten the Book) my Lord did bid him ruminate on it, 
that there might have been a berter conſtraction of his abilicies, which 
he refuſing, my Lord pronounc'd that he could not conſtrue it, The 0. 


ſops Cock, and utterly refuſed che Enconnter, (o that my Lord for their 
olfiinerie comn:1tted chem both, though 7 interceded to the contrary ; 
At the length my Lord ſent them a Scotch Leflon in plain Engliſh, 
which they would not learn for ſpoilng their preferment, upon the 
refuſall of which they were put out. By this time onr Royall Bees 
kept a fearfull buzzing about my Eares, becauſe I had expelled thoſe 
Drones out of our Hive, which they conceived not fo, for they were 
aRive enough for their King, and ſcandalled me, ThatI had diſgraced 
the Univerſicie, and diſhonoured the Colledge, eontrary to the Oath 
I had taken to them both : Now let all men judge whether they or 1 
honoured the Univerſity the more, they by endeavouring to keep ſuch 
men contrary to our Founders wylls, or 1 endeavonring to exclude 
them, thict more ſtatutable men might ſucceed them, which A& would 
be a gentle caveat beſides, for ſuch proceedings hereafter,and for the 
Oath we took, we {wore to the Statutes and Decrees, and not to ob» 
ſerve ſuch mens proceedings againtft Statates; in truth it was to bee 
wondred then, but much more to be wondred now, in the Time of 
Reformation, That the keeping of the Statutes ſhould be impoſed up= 
on oath by every Freth-man, which ſtatutes neither they nor the high- 
eſt degree can command a ſight of, ſaving the Vice-chancellor and the 
one Apps : Thus much by way of Prologue to my ſubſequent dif- 
courſe. 

About chis time was our new after put in by my Lord of Man- 
ch:ſter abour March 1644. who was only countenanced by me, and 
one Alot that wore a Malter of Arts gown, and our new Maſter to (2) Tam te ren 
gratifie me for my reſpeRs (g) promited me the Regiſter place of the **%#m Bythi- 
Colledge, which is worth 40 /. per annum; it was then io the caſtodie "I, ren 
of Mr. Bawwick., and inthe uſuall difpoling ofthe Msſters - Our new pollicitis dives 
Mater prefeatiy diſcontinucs,. but afterwards being mindfull of hisquiliber effe 
promiſe, he writ to me to call for the Book of Maſter Barwick, and to p*tcbh. 
keep it, but Maſter R«rWick being out of the way and ejeted for not 
taking the Covenant : Maſter Peachie one of our Malignant Seniors 
gets the Bock into his hands one way or other, which I knew not 
then of. About this time Aprill 27. I ſummoned our Seniors before

to know the reaſon of them why they would not ele&t the Phyſick 
place, they made them Anſwer that they conld not, becauſe 4. or five 
of the Seniors were put out by my Lord of Mancheſter, ſo thit they 
could not by Statute, yet this they could not denie, if I would read 
the LeRure in the Schools they would pay me the Penſion, till they 
could meet to ele a ſtatutable man; Notwithſtanding theſe their falſe 
pretences, about a month after, thy choſe Mr. Henman to be Head 
LeRurer, it ſeems then they had power enough; by this time is came 
to my turn to read in the Schoo!s, and leaſt I ſhould miſſe their abuſe 
they had intended for me there, they had made an order pracuring the 
Vice-Chancellor to be ſeen in their order, that if I read not twice in the 


' week one whole hour, I was to be puniſhed ten ſhillings a time, though 


they could not prove ſuch puniſhment ſtatutable. WellI did intend 
ro > punQuall, and to read, though none of my predeceſſors in this 
LeRurs hath read publikely in the Schools but my ſelfe in the memo- 
rie of man : Now when may day of reading came, the old Fellows and 
Schollers all went with me (I am confident few was wanting) the Par. 
liament fellows as yer werenot ; After 1 had taken my place accord- 
ing to cuſtome and made my Speech, and when I was in the midſt of 
my Le&are, all che Fellows went away, but left their Pupils behinde 
who knew their 2. fome hum'd, and ſome hiſt, who was aſhame 
of ſuch doings, yet 1 continued my preſcribed hour, not taking notice 
of their affront ar that time beyond all example ; yet this not being 
ſufficient, within a day or two, Mr. Daxd one of the Trinmphirates 
( for they ſail there was to be no mcre but 3.Seniors,) pronounced to 
mean admonition publikely in the Hall at dinner time, as if 1 kad nor 
read according to the Statute, which was falſz. My quarter day 
comes I demand my falarie for my LeQture of Mr, Dand being Burler, 
it was denied me, they knew then I would go to the Committees,and 
they wanted a friend there, and who ſhould chis be but my Brotker Par- 
liamentarian Afr. Ator, who went privately to the Commitcree, and did 
commend theſ: men, and belike ſpake ſomewhat obliquely of me, I 
conceive upon ſuch ſelf ſuggeſtions he fall off from me : Theſe Sexiors 
now sraftily complic with our /Mafterit is imposfible for me to root them ont, 
and for Mr,Waideſox I am ſure to receive nothing but flatutable favour 
Whereof I am capable of none,becauſe 1 am a Worſe Dunce, then any that Was 
rarn'd out, therefore I will doe what I can to keep him under, and [6 thereby 
fbell I regain the favour of the old Fellows whom I cannot put out.

nor could not the other, but what it a grace were propounded for 
my expul:ion,zpon thecontuſed notion(through mil-reports )Jof my 
Arrelt, I could not look for fo favourable an iſſue, befides he told 
me that there was notice taken oFmy ging to ſome Townſmens 
Houſes ( who are repnted I:d:piments 7, from whom I had r-ceived 
ill counſel], and therefore it were the beſt for me to withdraw wy 
ſuit ſuddenly, and that Nr. 1/interburn and I might bee reconciled, 
which Mr. j/7:terburn was willing too upon my rclea{ing oi him of 
all the injuries that he had done me, fo by this meanes I Rope their 
preſent furie of expelling me the Univeriitie ; yet notwithſtanding 
| delired to i{top their mouths,and to that end, Iperitioned o1:v vir 
as Vicechanccllor, That he would be pleaſed co cail the Mofhers of 
Colledges together, that I might take off this report 07 1ny break- 
ing the Univeitties priviledges; but hee had no n:'::4 oo doe 
any thing of that nature, whereby I might vindicate iny if of1uch 
Aſperltions.

{zch thac are cheated of the Colledge profits ninworthily by them, 
whilit men of my degree and ftanding,/tand bare before yong men, 
one of them ſometimes a Batchelor,or anolittcrrySopbifter FackBird by 
name, That one would think the Aztipodes was afted in onr Col- 
ledge, and this all under the pretence of che Covenant, which they

Univerſity ofCambridge,tonching the government of the ſaidColl:dye,whereby - 
Elections and other the moſt important affaires thereof are wholy ob/trufted, the 
great and weighty concernments of the King dome not permitting at preſent a full 
examination of the ſaid papers and petition, and a finall determination of the a- 
foreſaid differences.Tt # therefore ordered by the Lords inParl ament aſſembled, 
that the Vicechancellour and the heads of Colledpes placed there by eA.ahority 
of Parliament , together with one or more of the Juſtices of the Peace for the 
Univerſity of Cambridge, or any three of them, whercof one to be Tuſtice of 
the Peace , doe examine the truth of the particulars in the aforeſaid papers 41d 
petition, and ſha bave power to adminiſter an oath, if they ſee cauſe,to the wit- 
nefſes, and to certifie to the Parliament the truth of the aforeſaid particulars, and 
their opinions upon the whole buſineſſe.
